I of the free trndo nnd perpetual 
shivery pnrly of the South. And Mr I'ulk wa. lulled 
to iheir purpo.u., nol only bornuse ho wa* for Texas 
and free trade— bul because he wa., from hi. position 
in a shivo Stn'o, necessarily identified with ihe great 
scheme of ultimate di-uniun. Do I stale unlrulh.'

these Texas onnexntlnnista- Juolisnn tolls u«, Texas 
is Ihe .(ue.llon; thn Kichmond Fni|uiror, tho leader of 
tho Southern domocrntin wing, says that "froo trade 
and Texas lire thu questions," Ifllien those be the 
issues, nnd I am compelled to chooso bntwen Polk 
and frao trade und Texas, on iho ono hand, nnd 
Henry Clny, homo Inbor, nnd ihe Union on Iho 
other— then by nil thai is sacred among man, I go for 
Clay ond Iho Whig pnrly, and againsl Polk and lha 
Democratic party. Free trade with other nations is 
Impossible — they do mil and will not allow it — und 
lliey ought not if they would. 1 lay down the brond 
ground, that has been practised on lur ccnluria* by 
intelligent nations, repeated once moro by Tho*. Jeff- 
erson, and ongroftud into our syslum, by the first law 
over made by our government, tho end of which wo* 
lo porfocl iU oseculion— that "Iho farmer and me- 
Obaaic should be set down alongside of each other." 

Ifl roiso n bushel of whont.nnd carry it to Knglnud 
and there oxhnngo it for a list. I havo to pay lha en- 
tiio cosloftronsportatioii, or if it is divided between 
mo nnd lha hatter eqnnlly, I lose hull' the cost of car- 
riage.

boforo wu .hall bu auhject to the Mara law* which 
press upon the laboring |mor of F.uropo. And cursed 
be the slutesmnn forever, who would degrade the la- 
borers ofihl. happy country lo lha level of foreign la- 
bor, and pre.eipiiula Ilium into premium •■ mid unnec- 
essary decay, und untimely und ulloi ruin. 

In order lo accomplish Iho overthrow of the free In 
bos of the couclry. North nnd South, then Tuxaj 
mu.t ho tuk.m into tho confederacy. Il wu* for this, 
thut Ihu naked project I. new presumed tn '.hi. people 
— whether they wil' now, in iho nineteenth century, 
in Iho face uf I 'hrUtundom, without mid outward pro.- 
sure, suoh as in lime. p.. *l was urged, that Englund 
forced slaves upon u«, wilhout salvo In to awakening 
cnn.ui.,nce,«i often potently applied — "What ata wo 
lo do with iho aluve* when freer' lu direct viulntiuu 
of the constitution, ihmugh breach oflronly, and by 
war— cruel, unprovoked, unhallowed wnr, vulo lo 
extend slavery over 300,0011 square mile* of territory 
now declared by Mexico lo he free nnd equal in all 
it. popuhilion.in order lo perpetuate the bonds of 
.1,000.000 slave* and 17,000,000 whitos ! For ono, 
ifl .land alone, I am a^aiiitl it now — I am against il 
forever ! Let us examine, for a innmenl, aomo of 
the miserablu pretence* for thi* acquisition, which 
mo thrown out lodeeoi.ve the hone.l portion of Iho 
democrocy.nnd deludo them lo their own ruin — for 
what kind of domncraey is that which anablos, 
contrary lo the principles upon which wnro btsCed iho 
American Itovolulion.i.llow* ihe most infnmou* man. 
who hy the (lave Iradu or piracy acquire* possession 
of 100 slaves— his follow men — in Texas, lo .land, 
by adini.sion into ihe Union, against >ou, sir,(Abhol 
l.awreiicu)nud uny other 110 of Ihe wealthiest and 
IMM iiilullignnt f.eomcn. whether Whig, Democr.l, 
or Abortionists in the Nr.rihr We want Texos.lhey 
lell u.. lo pievrnl smuggling into Ihe United States !- 
Thai is. Ihe men who hnvo sworn lo di.sol.e the 
Union, or break down the domestic, industry of the 
country, want Toxn* for fe.tr England will do llm 
■una Using) which they are roslm.g to wnr, ovon, lo 
aacompli.h! Into such ub.urditio. do mou fall, when 
they leave the straight road ol ju.ticu and truth ! — 
Hero lie. Fngluiid along our whulu Northern coast, — 
We nro ncewible Ihiough the u hole oflhe Eastern 
und Southern border, nnd jot wu ure lo be told that 
ONMt ftrilain will .ail around ihu dangerous sea. 
nbout Florida, k inloihe .hullow lagoons of nil .outh- 
«m Texas, und pan through tho swamps of ihe Mis 
llttipDl l>ing,be'.weeii lhe.e and the Sabine, to /mug- 
gle goods into America : Tho same reason, which 
foibid ils being u.rd as n place of smuggling, apply 
with greater Torca against ihe idea of Andrew Jaek- 
son. that Texas would, in the hands of England be- 
comes point of attack. If il were not from theeonrce 
whence Ihl. argument came, il would deserve lo be 
p.i.scd in contemptuous .ilenra. Whnl, when »t 
nre unubln lo guard Iho line from the inooih of the 
Sabine to the southern border of Arkansas— a few 
humlred miles — extend llm linn from the moulh of 
Ihe Klo Claude, IHOO miles, including Snnia Fe lo 
il* saurce.rmbraciug 100,000 square mile, mote Ui.in 
the kingdom of France— and then wo enn defend it ! 
Uul if name* nre thus lo weigh down common sense. 
I put Napoleon uguiust Jackson, and he tell. u. tbul 
a du.urt is the bu.l barrier agnin.1 foreign incuisions; 
nnd should Englund he fool enough lo land in the shul 
low hay. of Texas, unfit fur Iho first war steamers, 
nnd hazard her army through tho IMO/Oduci'M 
■Wnmp* between the BalittM and Iho great river, sea 
would havo lime enough to rally a hulf million of 
fieemen, from Iho I.,'.. . to the Gulf, to give her hull 
ond Meaj u* soon as she showed her.clf from the enne 
brake, oflhe Mississippi. The idea Dial England 
seeks 10 surround us is equally nb.urd. If she did, 
ana would waken h"r force, and enable us mure ea- 
sily lo break through hor serried rank*, wherever 
dinwu up in biillle array. Uul England souks not lo 
possess Texas; *hi.' has again and ngsiu in the mast 
rbrittal iiianner.disclni'iicil any improper interference, 
ol" any character whatever, nnd if she .hould illetnpl 
il then let us by arms, if necessary, aland fur Texian 
iiidependunce, 1 would always: Ileal nn oppononl 
with respect, hul I must confess that I loose my pn- 
lieuco when I sen .uch men a. Mr llniicioft urging 
the annexation of Texas, under litis daimiuhle pra. 
tantta that il would uhlmatoly lead oil' »!uvory from 
oor soil '. Manufacturers, do \oj lower thu price Of 
your goods by acquiring nddiiioiuil mnrhol*? Fnrm- 
er«, do you diminish ihe price of your produoo by 
huving two manufacturing towns to sell to, instead of 
ono ? Then lull me no more llint you will destroy 
slavery in tho Stales by finding in Texas new mark- 
ets for slave*, and ihua onlmnoing tho profits of slave 
brooding in all tho grain growing slave slate* in Iho 
Union. What prarumplion ia il, for men here lo sol 
up such opinion ngain.l the combined experience of 
nil who live in tho SiuveSlitos, both those who nro 
j ifuvor ofeinniiclpnliun nnd those who udvonote etei 
ha I slavery, ngreeing in this niily, that iho admission 
orTcxd. will tend to mako slavery secure in tho Uni- 
ted Stales for centuries to come .' I ask every dem- 
ocrat hero lo night lo tell, if there ho under Heaven, 
any ic.i.on why Ihi* project then urged upon us, in 
nil this hot dilate, bol for the avowed, tho single, the 
damnable purpose of oxtending slavery over the un- 
burn fifty millions of Toxn*. ond pmpeiunting the 
slave rule over us ntid our posterity f _ Once more, I 
repeat, 1 am ugninsl It, now, and forever.

The loiter writer 
stales, thai in point of sitr.e nnd magnificence the elo- 
gnnl coach is unequalled in lite realms of her most 
gracious Majesty : 

The body . f this chariot is only twenty-eight inch 
ea in heigh', nnd eleven inches in width Tho lop of 
the-cerriugo is but three Teel and a half from tho 
ground. Il is hued with beautiful silk tabret, and 
drab and crimson silk lace. There nre plate glnss 
window*, besides, neat outer blinds and inner silk 
curtains, wlih laasol.. moved at pleasure Hy patent 
spiing toller*. Tho cushions and sidus tiro slnfied in 
Ihu most tuxurinna manner.and thn litllo f.'enernl can 
truly lake his ease, with no ono lo disturb him; for 
Certainly nothing bul a tinny pet spaniel could possi- 
bly ride inside wilh the Cenernl, and this pel dog 
ia, I believe, to have Ihe exclusive privilege.
